Seasonal Distribution. 


Engineers 
have 
long recognized 
the desirability of varying gasoline 
in this fashion, but difficulties of 
changing stocks at centers of dis­ 
tribution have discouraged adoption 
of the idea. Standard of Indiana has 
now worked out a system of sea­ 
sonal distribution and has perfected 
it even to the extent that points to 
the north w ill have their fall and 
winter gasoline earlier than points 
to the south because of the earlier 
arrival of cool or winter weather.

A recent conference on unemployment, 
attended by 
official 
representatives of 
cities and states, urged the speeding up of 
public improvement of a permanent na­ 
ture, with local communities assuming the 
task as much as possible. 
About three- 
fourths of the cost of such work s, it is 
said, goes into the pock ets of labor. 
These recommendations are in line with 
those of other and 
similar 
committees 
which have been studying the employ­ 
ment problem and are seek ing to solve it 
as far as possible this winter. 
Many com­ 
munities are going ahead and following 
the suggestions. 
Public buildings, streets 
and bridges are being built, along with 
the most important of all public work s— 
roads. 
Fo r the last few years there has been 
renewed agitation for year-round roads in 
rural sections to connect with main high­ 
ways. 
Modern developments have made 
it possible to build such roads, with bi­ 
tuminous bound surfaces over a base of 
local materials, at an extremely low cost. 
Present conditions, with low construction 
prices and a plentitude of labor, have fur­ 
ther reduced costs. 
States and counties 
can 
now 
provide 
themselves with the good feeder roads 
they need at less expense than ever be­ 
fore— and at the same time do much to 
mitigate their local unemployment prob­ 
lems. 
During 1930 the states surfaced 
27,464 miles of highway— and we should 
equal or surpass that record this year, 
with particular attention paid to farm-to- 
mark et “food” roads.

That such experiments have a 
practical application is seen by the 
following report of a case in a med­ 
ical journal: 
A woman aged twenty-two, in an 
attempt to reduce her weight, placed 
lierself on a restricted diet for about 
a year. This resulted in a mark ed 
loss of weight and a nervous break ­ 
down, which compelled her to rest 
in bed for seven week s. Her diet 
had consisted mainly of vegetables 
and oranges. 
When she consulted the doctor she 
had a yellowish discoloration of the 
entire sk in, which had been grad­ 
ually increasing. 
After careful study it was decided 
that the yellowish discoloration was 
due to carotene. Carotene is a sub­ 
stance found in vegetables, notably 
carrots, from which it derives its 
name. But it is also found in golden 
corn, pumpk ins, squash, yellow tur­ 
nips, parsnips, spinach, lettuce, or­ 
anges and the yolk of eggs. 
When the diet is badly balanced 
with an oversupply of these sub­ 
stances, the yellowish color of the 
sk in is apt to result. The condition, 
called eorotinemia, was first ob­ 
served in children who had been 
put on a high carrot diet. 
In the care of the particular pa­ 
tient whose story is told above, the 
yellowish discoloration of the sk in 
cleared up when the diet was en­ 
larged to include meat and milk 
and bread and sugar and potatoes— 
articles of food not exclusively of 
the green or pigmented vegetable 
type.
